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A source, v.dio has fui’nishcd reliable information 
in the past, advised that Die San Francisco Croatian group 
vdiich picketed the Yugoslav Consulate on November IS , 1967 , 
seeking to call attention to the case of KRUN05LAV .DRAGAL’OVICH , 
would have a follov;-up demonstration on November 29 , 1967 . 

This vjould take place at the San Francisco Hall of Flowers, 

9th Avenue and Lincoln Way, at 7 :00 p.in. to 8:30 p.m. , at 
the time when the annual r'cc.option of tlie , Yugoslav Consulcite 
in celeliration of the National Day was being hold. The 
pick.etcrs , i'enrosent ing the Croatian Horae of San Francisco, 
do not accept the statements of the Yugoslav government 
press that DRAGANOVICH voluntarily i-'eturned to Yugoslavia. 

Source expected about fifty pickets to appear and to demon- 
strate in an orderly manner. 

. ' A second .source, v.'ho has furnished reliable infor- 

mation in t)io past, furnished similar information, and while 
he supported and participated in the previous dcinenstration , 
he v;as somevNiat dubious of t'nc value of the second effort. 

Me indicated he would prohab]^’ participate, however, in 
order to insure t)iat moderation and peaceful picketing would 
prevail. 

According to preo.s reports oh November l6, 19'o7* t;hc 
Reverend KRUL'OSLAV D/vAGA-iiOVDiC, khov.’.n ao a prominent anti-Titoi.st, 
announced fr.at he had voluntarily returned to Y:ugos.lavia on 
September l6, 1967, and saici that .reports t/iat he had been 
kicinaocd v:ere alKturd. 
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
